Legislation to Protect Birds. 

The protection of birds is a 
national, %ot a local, question. II 
deuls largely with migratory spe- 
cies which breed in one section, 
winter in another and traverse sev- 
eral states in fmssing to and from 
their breeding grounds. Legislation 
on this subject belongs primarily 
to the states, but if it is to accom 
plish its purpose there must be 
greater harmony of action. With 
the exception of Alaska, every state 
and territory has its bird law, but 
Ariz., I. T.. Idaho and N. M. pro 
tcct only game, and Ft* only geme 
and plume birds. In Canada, ei 
cept P. K. I. and the northwest te 
ritories, similar laws exist. There 
nre;il21 species and snhspecies of 
bird* that inhabit Anfti ica north of 
Mexico and of these only IS per 
centare game birds.Sportsmen class 
birds as game or non-game bird*, 
but for legislative purposes they 
iiiuy be divided into three groups:
